Over Tiaa. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 29.—Four bodies 
have been recovered ixojn. the debris 
of the Pennsylvania railroad's Cleve­ 
land and Cincinnati q j press, .which 
was wrecked, supposedly by a bridge 
which sagged half a mile east of Glen- 
loch. 
The Pennsylvania railroad issued an 
official 
statem ent 
denying that the 
bridge was weak or had caused the 
wreck. 
The locomotives jumped from 
the rails while on the bridge and 
every coach followed. The train kept 
on the ties until the chasm had been 
crossed. Then eight of the coaches, all 
filled with passengers, rolled down a 
thirty-foot embankment. The train was 
goiug fifty miles an hour at the time. 
It Is believed that the total number 
ut persons injured was about seventy- 
live. but in the excitement and hurry 
of rescue a complete record could not 
tm obtained. The list obtained numbers 
fifty-four. 
There were 
many who were only 
slightly hurt, and who continued their 
wa> westward on another train. Oth­ 
ers were cared for in the homes of 
farmeis who lived near the accident.

For Life and Liberty. 
New York, Nov. 29.—Albert T. Pat­ 
rick has won his twelve-year fight for 
life and liberty. 
The man who was first condemned 
to death and then to life imprison; 
m eat for the murder in New York on 
Sept. 28, 1900, oi the millionaire, Wil­ 
liam Marsh Rice, was j. intoned, fully 
and 
unconditionally, at Albany by 
Governor Dix. 
Ile left Sing Sing pris­ 
on Thanksgiving day. He was met by 
hie wife and left at once in an auto­ 
mobile for New York. 
Patrick 
spent 
two years in the 
Tombs and ten years in Sing Sing 
prison, nearly half of that time In the 
death house. When he arrived In New 
York he was joined by his two daugh­ 
ters and the> celebrated his release 
with a Thanksgiving dinner. 
James W. Osborne, who prosecuted 
Patrick and obtained the conviction, 
said: 
“I never saw any mystery in the 
case. 
The jury found Patrick guilty 
after a fair and impartial trial 
Per­ 
sonally I devoted six months to study­ 
ing the case, and I was satisfied that 
Patrick had induced Jones to kill this 
old man Rice for hts money. 
“Patrick was made the residuary 
legatee under the will, which has be**n 
declared by the courts to be a forgery. 
He would have received, under its pro­ 
visions. about 19.000,000.” 
In a statement accompanying the 
pardon the governor says: 
“There has always keen an air of 
mystery In this important case Quot­ 
ing from the minority opinion 
The 
atmosphere that surrounded the de 
fen Isnt showed that a fair and impar­ 
tial trial was impossible.' 
I trust that 
Mr. Patrick will devote bls energies 
to a complete vindication of his de­ 
clared 
Innocence. 
During the past 
year I have given much consideration 
to this cose and ani convinced that the 
defendant is entitled to a full par­ 
don.” 
Arthur C. Train, who was assistant 
district attorney at th** time of the 
Patrick trial, said that he was amazed 
at the pardon of Patrick 
“It seems amazing to me." he sal!, 
“that 
Patrick 
should get off after 
serving only seven or eight years in 
prison, when for the forgeries that tie 
committed he could have been sent to 
Jail for life There never was a (ase 
in New York in which forgery and 
perjury were so overwhelmingly prov 
•d aa In the Patrick trial He should 
be kept in prison for life on those 
charges alone ”

PINNED IN WRECK 7 HOURS 
Chas. S. Mumper & Co 
Passenger Held In Vise of Steel Aided 
His Rescuers. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 29—Pinned be­ 
neath a mas* of twisted steel rods 
and plates, Arthur Reed Jones, of Wil­ 
kinsburg, Pa., directed the efforts of 
doctors and railroad mechanics to re­ 
lease bim trom his prison in the re 
mains of the Pullman car Glen Rock, 
th** death car, in the wreck of the 
Cleveland aud Cincinnati express at 
Glenloch, Pa. 
For seven hours the doctors work­ 
ed, striving to keep Jones alive, while 
the railroad employes cold chiseled 
and sawed through steel bars, finally 
releasing him and rushing him to the 
Coatesville hospital on a special train, 
where it is said he will recover. 
At times Jones was delirious, but 
when conscious he aided his rescuers, 
directing them where to try next and 
informing them when the blows of 
hammers or the sawing pained him 
Twice the doctors despaired of saving 
his life, but later he regained con 
sclousness. and in a cheerful manner 
resumed directions for his release*. 
In the seven hours twelve steel saws 
were broken and twelve pieces of iron 
and steel, one a rod two inches In 
thickness, were sawed through before 
the wreck gave him release. Toward 
the close, when the surgeons expected 
him out in five minutes, the last steel 
saw broke and it was necessary to 
send a man half a mile for another. 
Jones was on his way to Wilkins 
burg tor a Thanksgiving dinner with 
his parents, two brothers and a sis 
ter. He had an upper berth in the 
middle of the train 
When the Pull 
mans left the rails and plunged down 
the 
twenty-foot 
embankment 
June 
was caught in his berth, a rod acron 
his shoulders and breast and his left 
foot wedged in between two V-shaped 
masses of sheet steel. Attention wa 
called to his condition early, and five 
doctors and two railroad employes r- 
s ponded. 
Directed by electric flashlights an I 
torches, th** seven immediately start 
ed to rescue Jones. He was pinned in 
a tent-shaped spat e, four by six feet, 
the sides of the smashed Glen Rock 
forming the top over the space be 
tween two gondola coal cars on which 
the Pullman bad fallen and had been 
cut In two as lf by a huge steel knife.
